JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 17.—Attor- 
ney-General Crow this morning filed a mo- 
tion in the Supreme Court in chambers to 
strike out the returns made by the Bee!

“Comes now the informant herein and 
moves the court to strike out all that por- 
tion of the return of the respondents, be- 
ginning at the top of page 2 and ending on 
page 3, with the following words: ‘Where- 
fore respondents ask to be dismissed with 
cost, for the following reasons: 

‘1, The said paragraph {s an attempted 


plea to the jurisdiction which is wholly in- 
sufficient in law. 

“2. The said paragraph is joined with sub- 
sequent paragraphs that are inconsistent 
and repugnant, and causes said return to 
be duplictous. 

**3. Because it states a conclusion of law 

Fourth, because the record in this case 
shows the defendants have entered their 
appearance and ask time in which to plead 
to the information herein, thereby waiving 
any such want of jurisdiction. 

And informant further moves the court

A few minutes after 5 o'clock My. Elia 
Bender, who is 43 years old, set about pre- 
paring the morning meal for the familly. 

She approached the gasoline stove and 
lighted it. There was an explosion and 
the entire stove was in a mass of flames. 

Her loose garments came in contact with 
the flames and were on fire in an instant. 
She screamed and her son, William Ben- 
der, 28 years old, sprang from his bed to his 
mother’s aid. 

He seized the blazing stove, carried it 
across the room and hurled it out of the 
kitchen window to the back yard, where 
t continued to burn and splutter. 

Meuntime Mrs. Bender had succeeded in 
beating out the fire that had threatened 
to consume her clothing, and when she 
saw that her son's clothing was on fire she 
hurried to his side and began doing a like 
service for him. 

A flight of stairs leads from the Bender 
kitchen to the rear porch. Mrs. Bender 
stumbled and fell down these stairs and 
out into the back yard. 

Her son, seeing the fall and hearing h‘s 
mother’s groans, realized that she was se- 
riously injured, and, though badly burned 
himself, he ran downstairs and picking her 
in his arms carried her back upstairs. 

Other members of the family were arous®€d 
by this time, and while some one turned 
in a fire alarm another ran for the doctor.

CHICAGO EXCITED ON CORN 


Shorts on the July Option Buying 
Wildly to Stop Their Losses, While 


Gates Is Ready to Squeeze Them. 

CHICAGO, June 17.—Excitement ruled in 
the corn pit on the Board of Trade today. 
The fear of a corner in July options which 
caused a sharp upturn yesterday was aug- 
mented at the opening of business by the 
reluctance of the big holders of July to sell, 
In consequence, shorts who feared a run- 
away market, bought everything in sight 
and bid excitedly for more in order to stop 
their losses. Prices fluctuated widely and 
wildly. The manipulated option opened 
rather steady at 64%c to 64%c, but at once 
began making jumps of 1 cent or more, re- 
ceding as much, and then advancing still 
further. Shortly after the first hour of 
trade July sold at 66%c. From this price it 
declined to %c, only to be pushed up 

ain in a short time to 67\%c. 
“The supposed “corner that is at present 
the only factor in corn is said by old 
traders to "be an assured fact. Last year's 
small yield of corn gave an early buying 
argument when July options were first 
quoted, As prospects for a good crop this 
year began to Severe the old-time bears 
sold short. A bull clique, said to be led 
by John W. Gates and his Wall street as- 
esociates, bought everything offered. Stocks 
of contract corn have been very Iq@w and 
are growing lower. All told at preseat 
there is less than §$2.000,000 bushels of co:'t- 
tract graded corn with which shorts can 
cover. And yet the Gates crowd is credit- 
ed with having bought of these same shorts 
ever 16,000,000 bushels. 

The tumult in the corn pit and in the 
amoking room of the board did not subside 
during the session. Shorts were firm in 
the belief that the corner would result in 
very = prices before the end of the 
week. perienced traders said that the 
leaders would never allow the price to 
make such advances so early in the month 
were it not that the shorts were to be 
pressed until they capitulated. 

After being in a constant boil all day 
July corn closed with a gain of 4%c over 
yesterday's low price, at 67\%c.

Lying on the mantelpiece side by side | 
with the empty glass which contained the 
poison swaliowed by Mrs. ingersoll was a 
remarkable prayer, copied in her own hand, 
and with a note explaining that the repe- | 
tliion of this petition would deliver the 
supplicant from all manner of sudden death. 


LEFT A PRAYER. 

The prayer was written on paper much 
worn and creased. It is probable that the 
young wife wore it in her bosom. 

Here is tne prayer: 

Lord and Savior—Ward from me all things 
evil, and protect me from mine enemies. 
Direct me in the way of happiness and deliver 
me from sudden death, and fend me from all 
dar.ger of death, and give me life everlasting at 
the end, now and forever, Amen. 

In his cell at the Four Courts Ingersoll 
said: ‘‘Mrs. Ingersoll is several’ years older 
than I. She is 24 and I am 19 years old, 

‘Her maiden name was Lillian Levy, and 
she went to New Orleans from New York 
when she was 2 years old. I kaow nothing 
about her people, and she would never talk 
of them. 

“My father is engineer at the 
House in New Orleans. I was running a 
club when I met her. My father did not 
know of my attachment for her. I gave up 
my place there and came here. 

“I was a bellboy in the Southern Hotel. 
and when I gave thai bgp up’ I went. to 
Chicago, but she wanted me to come back, 
and I did so. I was going to get another 
place as soon as I could. 

“We had a few words yesterday after- 
noon ®efore we went to sleep. I had lost a 
few dollars playing pool and she was angry 
with me for it. She s:ruck me with her 
open hand. It did not hurt, but J spoke 
crossly to her. Later she apologized. 
“She left the room, and when she came 
back I noticed that she was more affection- 
ae aan usual. 

- etected something on her breath. I 
asked her about it and she said she had 
only drunk some ice cream soda. I know 
now thatgit was morphine. 

‘I never hurt her itn my l'fe, and I would 
have done anything to prevent her suff r- 
ing. Surely they cannot accuse me of hav- 
ing anything to do with her death. And 
yet they keep me here in prison.’”’

LONDON, June 17.—It is officialivy an- 

nounced that King Edward is much better 
this morning. 

The King passed a good night and his 
progress toward complete recovery is un- 
interrupted. The precautionary measures 
ordered by his physicians are due to the 
necessity of husbanding his strength in 


view of the fatigues of the coronation 
week. Therefore, the King will remain at 
Windsor Castle today. He was keenly dis- 
appointed at being unable to attend tne 
Ascot Heath race meeting today, which he 
intended to open with ail the state cere- 
monial of. the early days of Queen Vic- 


toria. He hopes, however, to be present 
Thursday, gold cup day. 
ueen Alexandra and the Prince and 


Princess of Wales went to the races today. 


LONDON, June 17.—England is in a state 
of acute alarm on account of King Ed- 
ward’s illness, anxiety being intensified by 
a series of contradictory semi-offic.al re- 
ports, together with the absence of any 
official bulletin. 

It is said the King himself is much de- 
pressed by a presentiment, of which he has 


spoken somewhat freely, that he woud 
never be crowned, there being an _ old 
prophecy to that effect, etc. 

Tnis depression is taken as evidence of 
a low nervous state, which would render 
him a fit subjeci for a chill or any otner 
affection. 

mMumo.vs are that his attack of lumbago 
was complicated by threatened pneumonia, 
and that the risk of removing him to Wind- 
sor had to be taken, because no p.oper 
arrangement for nursing him could be made 
at Aidershot. 

The h.ng's return to Windsor was un- 
dertaken by road on the advice of Sir Fvan- 
cis Laking, because it wouid expose tne 
sovereign to less inconvenience and less 
danger of a fresh chill. 

The journey was accomplished in a closed 
horse carriage, the King being accompanied 
by the Queen and Laking. 

Edward reclined on the cushions and the 
horses proceeded at a slow rate, the ap- 
proach .o Windsor Castle being at a walk- 
ing pace. 

Later in the evening, a large party as- 
sembled at the castle for a dinner, to which 
invitations were issucd last week, but ihe 
King retired very early. 

He could not attend the Ascot races to- 
day, as he had in.ended doing. This is a 
serious disappointment, as special prepara- 
tions had been made for the meeting, which 
is regarded as the principal sporting evc.nt 
in connection with the coronation, and the 
King had intended reviving the royal pro- 
cession, which had fallen into d suse during 
the latter par: of Queen Victoria's reign. 

The fe Pggns na'g special correspondent 
at Windsor—whose information at the t me 
of Queen Victoria's illness was accurate— 
telegraphs that the King has been und:r- 
going treatment for a throat affection 
three times a week for the past month at 
the hands of Sir Felix Lemon, who was 
summoned to Windsor this evening by spe- 
cial train, shortly after the King’s arrival. 

In official circles there is apprehension 
because the King has been greatly over- 
worked of late. In addition to an unex 
ampled succession of public functions, 
courts, audiences and constant dining out 
at private houses, he has attended person- 
ally to every detail of the coronation. 

The strain of the coronation work alone 
broke down the lord chamberlain, the Ear! 
of Clarendon, who has gone abroaa a 
wreck. 

The King being so greatly overcome, any 
kind of illnesg is likely to be serious, and 
especially in view of his gouty condition.

Duncan, also struck last summer, ha: 
been extensively prospected and has a 
number of faithful adherents. 

Beliart, Scroggy and many others less 
mentioned are possible future producers. 

Gold, another old rush-time claim. 
was relocated from end to end this year, 
and promises to be a producer, but the 
quantity as yet is an uncertain promise. 
All Gold ts well up the Klondike, in a new 
portion of the producing camp. 

The pay streak, which 1s 60 feet wide and 
28 feet deep, was located last January. but 
the fact was kept quiet. Already three 
claims on the stream are washing gravel. 
Thev are Nos. 9% 18 and 26. On No. 9 an 
average of 50 cents to the bucket has been 
found in the first 2000 buckets washed. 
Twelve thousand to 14,000 buckets were 
taken from the claim since January.

“CHICKAMAUGA” WON NAME ON 
THAT BATTLEFIELD. 


SOLD CHEAP AFTER CONTEST 


But When His Colts Showed Speed Ad- 
mirer Purchased Him and Took 
Him Back Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACOMB, Ill., June 3.—This beautiful lit- 
tle city contains a simple monument of 
stone.marking the grave of a horse with 
an interesting history. 

This animal bore the name of Chicka- 
mauga, so called because he was ridden 
throughout the battle on that memorable 
field by Col. L. H. Waters of the Eighty- 
fourth Illinois regiment. * 

Chickamauga was bred by the Rev. Tal- 
bert Fanning, and was given into the hands 
of Maj. Hawkins for safekeeping during the 
civil war. The major was stationed at 
Beech Ridge, Tenn. 

Gen. Joseph \, .eeler captured a negro boy 
belonging to the Twentieth Ohio at the bat- 
tle of Stone River, and turned the lad over 
to Maj. Hawkins. This boy stole the horse 
one dark and rainy night and escaped with 
him through the picket lines and reached 
the Union lines safely with him. 

Here Col. Waters rrocured the animal and 
rode him through ‘e famous Chickamau- 

a batle. He paid the negro boy $30 for 


The colonel kept him through all the re- 
maining months of the war, and then took 
him to his home in Macomb. It was not 
known that he was an animal of any merit, 
and he was sold to a livery stable pro- 
prietor. 

He was used there as a saddle horse for 
gome time, and then sold for $15 and taken 
out of the state. Soon after his departufe 
some of his colts began to show great 

ed and this aroused a desire to recover 


ne enthusiastic man began a search for 
bim which lasted for many months. Finally 


he was found in a livery stable at New 
Hampton, Chickasaw ounty, Io., and 
ught for 


he purchaser took the animal back to 
Macomb, and upon his return there he was 
met at the train by all the survivors of the 
old Bighty-fourth Regiment. They had en- 
gaged the local band, and when the horse 
was led from the car he was halled with 
stirring martial music and received with 
honors. 

Like the prodigal son of Scripture he was 
clad in purple linen and led about the 
streets ‘n triumph. Hundreds of citizens 
oined in the event, and one of the cele- 
Seaaee street rades of that early history 
of the little city was the result. 

All this occurred more than 90 years ago, 
and the horse lived as an idol of the corn 
munity for a few years nore. and died 
July 1877. His burial was attended by 
az much ceremony as has een the burial 
of any of the noted men of nat place 

Out In the county fair grounds, near tho 
track on which some of his colts had made 
enviable records, was found « huge green- 

owing oak, and under its broud branches 
fis remains were tenderly laid to rest. Over 
this mound was erected a plain stone shaft 
16 feet high, and on it is inseribed the fol-

Mrs. Rathbone’s Success 
Made Mrs. Wood Jealous,

WIFE FAILED 


GOVERNOR'S 


SAID TO HAVE CAUSED FIGHT OW 
MAJ. RATHBONE. 


But Even After He Was Arrested His 
Wife, So Greatly Was She Favored, 
Continued Her Social 
Triumphs. 


HAVANA, June 16.—Interest in the so- 
clal rivalry in Havana between Mrs. Leon- 
ard Wood, wife of the former governor- 
general of Cuba, and Mrs. Estes G. Rath- 
bone, wife of the former director-general 
of posts, has been revived by recent devel- 
opments in the United States in connec- 
tion with Gen. Wood's regime. 

It was generally understood in Havana 


to be the chief cause of the bitter enmity 
of the governor-general toward the former 
director of posts, which was manifested aft- 
er Maj. Rathbone had been removed from 
office and charged with complicity in the 
Neely frauds. All of Havana society—and 
only residence in a large Latin city will 
afford the opportunity to know what a tre- 
mendous thing ‘“‘society’’ is here—was ar- 
rayed on one side or the other in the con- 
troversy. 

It must be admitted that the members of 
old Havana families, the Mendozas, the 
Desvernines and the old-titled families, 
were supporters of Mrs. thbone, The 
army women, and not all of them at that, 
were the advocates of Mrs. Wood. 


Mrs. Rathbone 
a “Good Mixer.” ; 
This state of affairs was due to the readl- 
ness with which Mrs. Rathbone adapted 


herself to the social conditions which she 
found in vana. 

Mrs. Wood, when her fortunate husband 
was advanced from governor of Santiago 
Province to governor-genera] of the island, 
came to this city and sought to enforce the 
observance of American social ‘eustoms in 
the Cuban capital. Mrs. Rathbone was 
much more diplomatic. : 

She found the Cuban women in high so- 
cial position did not call on strangers, but 

pected to be recognized by invitations to 
the houses of new comers, with the op- 
tion to accept or decline, as they saw fit. 
Mrs. Rathbone immediately bowed to the 
custom of the country and placed every Cu- 
ban woman of acknowledged social positon 
upon her invitation list. 

rs. Rathbone found that “stand-up” re- 
ceptions were things which Cuban women 
were unaccustomed to and could not under- 
stand. She immediately provided chairs for 
all her guests and entertained them in the 
manner to which they were accustomed. 

The Marquesa, whose house in the Cerro 
the Rathbones occupied, was one of the old 
leaders in Havana society. Mrs. Rathbone 
made her her mentor and her guide. Mrs. 
Rathbone recognized that all Cuban women 
of social standing were devout Catholics. 
She promptly included the Bishop of Ha- 
vana and other church dignitaries in her 
list of guests. 


Most Popular 
Havana Hostess. 

As a consequence of all this, Mrs. Rath- 
bone became the most popular hostess in 
Havana. Her receptions were attended by 
all the women of Havana society, and she 
was entertained in return at the homes of 
the oldest and most exclusive families in 
the Cuban capital. It was in consequence 
of her social diplomacy that she was, even 
after her husband's arrest, accorded the 
distinguished honor of being sent home 
from a mass at the cathedral in the bish- 
op’s carriage. 

No such courtesy had within the memory 
of man been shown to any other woman 
in Havana. At the sight of the oag he 
livery the average Havanese removes his 
hat and stands motionless until the car- 
riage has passed. 

While Mrs. Rathbone was winning her 
way into the very heart of Havana s0- 
clety, Mrs. Wood was waiting for the 
Havana society women to call on her, and 
such as did come were treated to ‘the stiff, 
formal courtesies of American society, They 
never went back. The word went around in 
the highest circles that Mrs. Wood was not 
polite to her guests. As a consequence, 
when Mrs. Rathbone had removed from 
the magnificent house in the Cero tto mod- 
est apartments in the Hotel Trocha, in 
Vedado, her husband having ben removed 
from office and charged with embezzlement 
women of the best families could be foun 
> pang upon her nearly every day. while 
Mrs. Wood's big entertainments at the pal- 
ace or the arsenal were at:ended only by 
the army women and a few Cubanas,. wives 
or relatives of the Wood's so-called ‘‘cab- 
inet,’"’ which never had anything to say 
about the government of the island. 


Mrs. Woods’ 

Wrath Arose. 

Mrs. Wood was tremendously incensed 
at the social supremacy of Mrs. Rathbone. 
A “kitchen cabinet,"’ consisting of admin- 


isiration women at Washington, was con- 
stantly employed in seeking to further hu- 
miliate the Rathbones. The kitchen cab- 
inet was so powerful that it was even able 
to defy Senator Hanna’s influence, and he 
had to seek devious and indirect methods 
to protect Major Rathbone. 

One chapter of the Cuban scandals has 
never been published. It is the charge 
which Mrs. Wood sought to force against 
Mrs. Rathbone in connection with the work 
of the Red Cross Society in Cuba, of 
which Mrs, Rathbone was president. For 
weeks the most startling allegations were 
made in Havana concerning affairs of the 
Red Cross Society. Since further steps were 
not taken it is safe to say that nothing 
like evidence to support the charges was 
discoverable. It was Mrs. Wood. however. 
who was responsible for the publicity which 
was given to the allegations. 


Everything in Mrs. 
Woods’ Way Went. 

This instance does not stand alone as an 
example of the recklessness and imperious- 
ness with which it was sought to sweep out 
of the way persons who did not recognize 


the greatness of the Wood administration. 
In March, 1901, Gen. Wood directed the 
Fiscal of Havana to order the arrest of 
Gonzales de Quesada, now Cuban minister 
to the United States, and Hon Horatio 8. 
Rubens, who, during the war was attorney 
for the Cuban junta in Washington. Gen. 
Wood was satisfied that there was evi- 
dence to convict these gentlemen of ‘‘shak- 
ing down” the Havana Gas Co. 

On the next day he changed his mind 
and directed the Fiscal to stop proceedings 
and erase all record of them trom tne files 
of the Audencia. And there are few per- 
sons in Havana who do not remember when 
Gen. Wood detailed the whole Spanish se- 
eret service of Havana to shadow men who 
were supposed to favor the aspirations of 
Rathbone to be civil governor of Cuba. 
The matter became notorious when Lieut. 
Lucien Young, U. 8. N., captain of the 
pect of Havana, lay violent hands upon the 

panish sleuth who was detailed to shad- 
ow him, and would have choked the gov- 
ernor-general's spy to death but for the

He was defeated in all the courts 
and in Washington, but was never eject- 
ed from the claim, where he lived with 
his wife and children. The patent to the 
jand was issued to Samuel Murnhy of Ok- 
lahoma City about four years ago. Mur- 
phy lately sold a portion of the land to 
the Classen company for townsite purposes, 

Among the purchasers of lots were Cor- 
tez Lrown and EK. E. Brown, owners of 
the Times-Journal, who bought four lots 
and were preparing to build a residence. 
They had improved the lets by planting 
ehade trees. McMichael interfered with 
every person who bought lots from the 
Classen company, saying that they bad no 
title to the land and it rightfully belonged 
to him.

WINTER WHEAT LOOKS WELL 


Harvest Is Now Progressing in Kan- 
sas and Southern Illinois Un- 
der Favorable Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—The following is 
the weather bureau’s weekly summary of 
crop conditions: 

Highly favorable temperature conditions 
prevailed during the week in the great 
corn states of the central valleys: the 
central and west gulf states suffering from 


excessive heat, and the districts from the 
upper Missouri valley to the New England 
coast have experienced temperatures too 
low for favorable growth. The lower Mis- 
sourtl d upper Mississippi valleys, and the 
southefn portion of the upper lake region, 
where in previous weeks farm work has 
been interrupted by heavy rains, have re- 
ceived additional heavy rains and crops 
in portions of these districts are much in 
need of cultivation. Abundant rains have 
effectually relleved drouth in the south 
Atlantic states, but the almost entire ab- 
sence of rain in the central and west gulf 
states has intensified drouth conditions 
reviously existing in those sections. 

Veather conditions on the Pacific coast 
were favorable except in Oregon and Wash- 
ington, where the nights were too cool. 

Corn has made rapid rowth in Ne 
braska, Kansas, Missouri and Indiana and 
portions of lllinois and Iowa, and is much 
smproved in Ohio. In portions of lowa 
and northern. Illinois the crop has suf 
fered from heavy rains, and in Wisconaip 
and Michigan from both excesslvé 
moisture and low temperatures. In Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and generally throughout 
the middle and South Atlantic states corn 
is doing well, but is sufferin 
from drouth In the central an 
States, and is being cut for 
tions of Texas. 

Winter wheat has made generally favor- 
able progress during the past week. fur- 
ther improvement being reported from the 
Chio valley and lake region. In northern 
Illinois the crop has suffered to some ex- 
tent from heavy rains, and much lodging 
on rich soils is reported from Wisconsin. 

Harvest has begun in Kansas and south- 
ern Illinois, has progressed under favorable 
conditions in Missouri, is about finished in 
the Carolinas and Tennessee, and wheat 
is ripening in southern Nebraska. with a 
very promising outlook. Winter wheat 
continues in promising condition in Wash- 
ington and Oregon and a geod crop is be- 
a Derventes in northern and central Cali- 
ornia. 

Spring wheat has been damaged in foods 
in.the valleys in some parts of Nebraska, 
but has done well in some of the dryer 
sections of the state, but of the later sown 
in South Dakota is weedy. With these ex- 
ceptions, the crop is in excellent condition 
throughout the spring wheat region.

GAINS STRENGTH 


More Facts Gathered in Fos- 
ter-Lawrence Tragedy. 


BEATEN RIVAL STILL MISSING 


WATER IN SHINNECOCK BAY TOO 
SHALLOW FOR DROWNING. 


Belief Is Oouple Were Slain and 


Thrown Into Water and That 
Boat Was Set Adrift As 
a Deception. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, June 17.—The theory that 
“Dimple” Lawrence and Clarence Foster, 
who were found dead in Shinnecock Bay, 
did not meet death by accidental drown- 
ing is strengthened by late developments. 

The bay, for 1600 feet from.shore, is be- 
tween three and four feet deep and both 
Miss Lawrence and Foster were strong 
swimmers, “ 

Many residents of Good Ground are sure 
that both were killed and then thrown in- 


to the water. The wound upon Foster's 
head lends support to this theory. 

“Dimple’’ was buried in a $8 grave in 
“Poor Stranger’s Plot,’ near Good Ground. 
None of the family placed a flower on her 
grave and her brother and little sisters 
were not permitted to witness the inter- 
ment. Her ancestors He buried in Old 
Trinity on Lower Broadway. 

But the grave of the girl did not go un- 
adorned with flowers. An old couple—John 
Vincent, 68 years old, who served in the 
One Hundred and Thirty-first Volunteers 
in the civil war, and his-aged wife—entered 
the cemetery just as the grave was filled. 
They carried clusters of honeysuckle in 
their hands. They intended to place the 
fragrant blooms upon the grave of a vet- 
¢ran who recent died. 

They saw the well-dressed party walkin 
away from the newly-filled grave, an 
asked one of the grave diggers who had 
been buried there. The man answered 
‘Sarah Lawrence.’’ The old couple knew 
the girl's history, and the manner of her 
death. They paces the honeysuckle upon 
the grave and walked away. A few min- 
utes later two young women carrying 
white roses in their hands walked to the 

rave and placed the flowers with the 

oneysuckles, ; 

The elder Disbrow, whose son, Louis, was 
with the couple on the fatal night, says 
he has every reason to believe that his 
a is alive and will be at his home within 
a day. 


Detective Goes 
to Work on Case. 
Wm, H. Fields, assistant superintendent 
of the Pinkertons’ New York office, is at 
Good Ground, and today began an investi- 


gation which he kas ordered to continue 
until every unexplained feature of the case 
has deen satisfactorily cleared. Mr. Fields 
has been given official powers by the dis- 
trict attorney, and all of the machinery of 
that office has been placed at his disposal. 

There are no police nor detectives in Suf- 
folk County. 

Evidence which corroborates the state- 
ment by Wllliam Walton that there was a 
fight on the beach between Foster and 
Louis Disbrow, was obtained from John 
Carter, aged 18 ‘years, employed by Nelson 
B, Squires. The 12.foot, leaky, flat-bottom 
skiff in which Foster and Miss Lawrence 
started out belongs to Squires. 

“T got up about 4:40 a. m. on Thursday,”’ 
said Carter, ‘‘and when I got out the first 
thing I noticed the skiff was eo I 
examined the sand and saw the small foot- 

rints made by a woman’s shoes. I fol- 
owed these footprints, and they extended 
about 100 yards down the beach, and there 
the woman evidently turned apd came back 
to where the boat had been tied up. 

‘(Near the boat stake there was a great 
jumble of footprints, the sand was tossed 
about, and there was every sign that there 
had been a struggie there. At first, I 
thought a crowd of drunken persons had 
got into a drunken wrestling match there, 
but the footprints of the woman puzzled 
me. 


Foster Knew 

the Skiff Was Unsafe. 

“When I told Mr. Squires of the boat 
being gone I said to him that some woman 


had been down at the boat. I hadn’t heard 
og any quarrel there at that time.”’ 

Carter used the boat every day. This 
skiff is the fiimsiest kind of a craft. hav- 
ing a couple of cracks on the side. Carter 
said he used the skiff to row out to a larg- 
er boat, anchored about 50 years from the 
shore, and that he never got out to the 
boat without the skiff getting half full of 
water. Foster knew this skiff well and its 
dangerous character, and why he should 
attempt to use it to row Miss Lawrence 
and himself a mile or more along the shore 
to the Ocean View Hotel, where the girl 
was staying, is a mystery to his friends. 
Some doubt whether he and Miss Law- 
rence ever entered the skiff. The couple 
could reach the girl's hotel sooner by walk- 
ing that rowing. 

.Those who doubt that he usef the skiff 
think he and the girl were struck down 
by somebody on the beach and their bodies 

ushed into the water from the half-fin- 
shed pier, while the skiff was set adrift 
to give the impression that they had been 
drowned while rowing. 

It would be a difficult task for a person 
in possession of his faculties to drown in 
Shinnecock bay. A person rowing along 
shore would never get in water deeper 
than three or four feet. These facts. con- 
sidered in connection with the fact that 
Foster was the best swimmer and water- 
man on the bay, and that Miss Lawrence 
was a good swimmer, makes many doubt 
that the young couple could have been 
drowned in the manner supposed. 


ENGINE DRIVER DISMISSED 


Charles Ofenstein Was Charged With 
Slandering Frank Arrow, a 
Fellow Workman. 


Charles Ofenstein, driver of the hose 
wagon of engine company 30, on Vernon 
avenue, near Belt avenue, has been dis- 
missed from the fire department on the 
charge of slandering Frank Arfow, pipe- 
man of the same company. 


Ofenstein was charged with having told 
the other mnembers of the company that 
Arrow had refused a drink of water to 
two Ursuline sisters who called at the en- 
gine house, and had attempted to prevent 
them from entering the house. 

Arrow denied the story, and secured a 
written statement from the two sisters, 
M. Ursula and M. Zita, showing that noth- 
ing of the sort had happened, but that he 
had offered them a cup of water. 

Ofenstein, when shown this statement.

The 
Bteeplechase is third on the program, and 
there are some new ones entered.

Dr. Nowlin will race over 
the jumps for the first time this afternoon, 
but his record on the flat is not such as 
to make one suppose that he would be a 
world-beater at steeplechasing. The rail-

BRISTOL’S CHANCES. 

That may be so, but I cannot select him 
to win on mere hearsay—he must prove how 
good he is. Jolo ran a splendid race iast 
week, and with a good ride might have 
won on that occasion. He fenced well and 
Was good on the flat. The distance of to- 


day's race wili be more to his liking, and 
he will in all probability get a much better 
ride today than he got in his first attempt.

One of his horses 
may fall and still he could win the rage 
with the other. Buck O’Dowd made a cre4d- 
itable showing in his first essay at this 
game, and will doubtless give a good ac- 
count of himself today. 


WAX TAPER’S LEGS. 

Wax Taper ran a good second Saturday, 
and vill practically carry the same weight 
in today’s handicap, because two pounds 
will not make the slightest difference in his 
running. He can run as well with 105 as 
he can with 80—the questien to be con- 
sidered avout him is, in what condition are 
his legs? 

They have been under suspicion since the 
present meeting commenced, May 3, but the 
old fellow has made a heroic effort to use 
them whenever he has been asked to run. 
He is invariably lame going to the post, 
and also after the race, but his owner ap- 
parently believes that his legs are in no 
way injured in an actual contest, and so 
continues to race him. 

Logan, the famous racer owned by Ca- 
ruthers and Shields, was called “the iron 
horse’ in his day, and his mantle seems to 
have descended on Wax Taper. 

He is certainly an iron horse to race in 
his present shape, but for humanity’s sake 
the general public would much prefer that 
Wax Taper was retired to some quiet 
meadow in his Arkansas home, 

As long as Taper can stand he will run 
on his courage and gameness, and I expect 
to see him returned a winner today.

Some of my friends in the stand were 
kind enough to say that it was an outrage 
to run me, and you know I am — to 
think that way myself. When am in a 
race, though, I have a got to run, 
hurt or no hurt. And really after I get 
started I forgget about it somewhat until 
the race tis run. 

They've tried to dv everything in the 
world for me, but I don’t like the way they 
try. Once they ‘‘fired’’ me—that was after 
I retired last season. They think that by 
clapping the needles on you and hurting 
you all at once that the pain is so great 
you can't feel a slight ache afterwards. 


WILL TBY TODAY. 

You know, I wonder why they don’t apply 
the system to horse owners as well as 
horses. Whenever they get something the 
matter with their bones, why don’t they 
get ‘‘fired,’’ too? I'd like to see one run 
in a race afterwards. 

They call horseracing the sport of kings. 
It ng | be sport for royalty, but it’s any- 
thing but sport for me. Short rations, the 
gad, the sore legs, ‘s not a portion to be 
enthusiastic over.

I think I 
have almost spent the legaay. 

I'll do my best to win today, but really 
I hope the captain won't do it again. Some 
day I'll be forced to ‘‘quit.’’

The trial judge fixed 
her bond so heavily that she was unable 
to procure bondsmen for more than a 
month. Meanwhile she lay in jail surround- 
ed by.criminals of the very worst char- 
acter. Her release came about suddenly 
and woe cal Timp ad § Twelve business men in 
Indianapolis, believing In the innocence of 
the woman, 
to secure her liberty. The names of Miss 
Abromet’s benefactors are unknown to the 
— and even to the young woman her- 
self. 

According to attorneys the evidence upon 
which Miss Ahromet w2s arected was pure- 
ly circumstantial and of the flimsiest char- 
acter; that before any impartial judge she 
wou'd have been released on her own rec- 
ognizance, So hur-ledly was her departure 
from her home to that of the courtroom 
that she did not even have time to employ 
an attorney. The evidence adduced was of 
emall significance. The guilt of the woman 
was practically fixed because the wife of 
Mr. Marsh. had, so it is alleged. made un- 
charttable remarks concernirg the conduct 
of Miss Abromet. Then M’ss Abromet's 
shoes were fourd to be in a muddy condition 
a - the morning after the fire.

The Horror of 
Nights in Jail. 

“But, oh! the horror of the nights. Men- 
tally I cou'd and did photograph all sorts 
of direful things. I could see ghosts; hear 
the beating of wings upon the tron cages; 


see dark shadows ever flitting past my sell. 
I slept but little. I waited and waited for 
the dawning of light. It seemed that the 
sun would never make its appearance 
again. Then in the morning when I @ouid 
dress the realization that I could not go 
outside came to me sith cruel force. But 
my hopes for ultimate release rgrely de- 
serted me. I knew my mother. I Enew she 
was moving all the agencies at her com- 
mand to get me out. When th hours 
seemed darkest I prayed to the ever human 
and listening God for aid. 

“When I was told by the detectives that 
I was wanted at police headquarters I had 
an idea that I would soon be at home 
with my mother again. My home is some 
distance from the shopping district and 
when [ started duwntown with the office's 
I took along a shirtwaist that I had bought 
the day before for the purpose of having 
it wechasese.

COL. LYNCH WAS ARRAIGNED 


English Subject Who Fought for Boers 
Will Be Tried for High Treason 
June 21. 


LONDON, June 17.—Bow street police 
court was crowded this morning when the 
investigation into the charge of nigh trea- 
son brought against Col. Arthur Lynch, for- 
merly of the Boer army, was begun. 

Lynch, who was elected member of Par- 
liament for Galway in November last, was 
arrested at New Haven Wednesday upon 
landing in France. Mrs. Lynch and other 
friends of the uccused were present. 


The solicitor-general, Sir Edward Carson, 
in opening for the prosecut:on, alluded 
briefly to Col Lynch’s Australian birth, his 
residence in Paris and his departure thence 
to the Transvaal in January, 19. 

‘The case for the prosecution,” said 3ir 
Edward, ‘‘will be that*n arriving in Souta 
Africa. Lynch took service with .ce Tran. 
vaal government, raised a regiment, of 
wh.ch he acted as commander, to fight in 
behaif of the Boers and actively tought 
against Gen. Buller’s operations.”’ 

“Lynch was in’ lretor.a, Jan. 15, 1900," the 
solicitor continued, “and wrote to the 
Transvaal authorities notifying them of 
his desire to take up arms, Jan. 18 he 
signed a field cornet’s certificate, describing 
himaeif as an Irishman, a B.itish subiect 
and born in Australia, but ae iy g his 
willingness to fight for the South African 
republic in order to maintain and defend 
its independence, Lynch also took the oath 
of ailegiance as a full burgher, the certifi- 
cate enabling him to do so as well as to 
accept a commission from the Transvaal 
government. 

“Lynch then raised the so-called Irish 
brigade, joined the invadi army in Natal 
and iseued an — signeg Arthur Lynch, 
colonel, Irish rigade. inpiting Irishmen 
to assist the two repwblics.”’ 

Charles Russell, second gon of the late 
Lord Chief Justice Baron Russell of Kil- 
lowen, in behalf of the defendant said that 
Lynch had faced the proceedings like a 
man. What he had done had been done 
openly and he desired to facilitate the in- 
quiry as much as possible. 

After the police had furnished evidence of 
the prisoner's arrest he was remanded to 
June 21. 

During the course of this evidence De- 
tective Inspector Walsh testified to finding 
in Col. Lywoch’s pocket a visiting ca.d ot 
Hamilton Holt, “introducing Col. Lynch of 
the Boer army” to three Americans, A. 8. 
Hardy, United States minister at Berne, 
Switzerland; Herbert W. Brown, United 
States minister to Teheran (now minister 
to Venezuela) and Prof. Richardson of the 
American schoo! at Athens, and some testi- 
mony had been presented regarding Col. 
+ epee presence ‘‘on commando” in Na- 
tai. 


Export and Import Trades.

The official etatement of impor.s and exports 
of the United States for the menth of April con- 
tinunes to make an uneatisfactory exhibit. Whiilie 
eur imports for the 12 menth« ending Apri! 30 have 
been greater, we ‘ihink, than in any other Ii 
months of our historr, footing up to the gross 
total of $91,000,000, our exports have «suffered a 
material dccline, hating fallen from $1,482. 000,000 
for the 12 monthe endink April 30, 1291, to $1.417,- 
(0,000 for the 12 months ending Apri! 30 of the 
current rear. The excees of exjors lost year at 
tila time was 8675.000,000, while this year ‘t is 
$515.000,000, an amonrnt hardly larger than at the 
same time in the reer 1900 or in the rear 18:8, 
and conriderably sama'‘lier than tue tra balanc* 
for the vear 189. Of course, a trade balance of 
half a bil. on do!lare is one which a few years ago 
would have been thongtr. a most extraordinary one, 
but then we have recently become accustomed ‘o 
large operations. Our export trade has stearlfly 
mounted upward, and we have po dea:re to witness 
eny abatement of its progress.

Realizing that she would have to 
ofter the nurses, did she “import’’ them, 
gome sort of a guarantee o: work, the 
went around among the head physicians of 
Paris and sought to interest tnem in the 
scheme. Many of the doctors poo-pooncd 
the idea at first and predicted the most 
avsolute failure. Sume of ihe doctors who 
understand the capabilities of the train d 
nurse rea:ized that if she were brought to 
Paris, it wou.d mean money out or the.r 
pockets. Bandag:ng a wound and drvs.ing 
‘t and all such atientions given the sick, 
are done by the doctor in at.enucaace, no 
such responsibility being left to the French 
garde malade, aud if somreone in charge 
were to administer such. help, it would 
mean shorter visits from him and less of 
ther. 

From a few physicians Miss McClean met 
with every encouragement, they p.om.sing 
to employ, whenever necessary, such wom- 
en, shou.d they come to Paris. 

One of the American physicians went fo 
far as to call a meeting of the fraternity 
of a.certain hospital for the purpose of dis- 


cussing the pian. Miss McClean was in- 
vited to be present and outlined her idess 
for bringing the nurses from London, hav- 
ing reduced. the expenses of the i.rsp, ther 
oo etc., down to a -minimum. All 
that she 

four nurses for three months. 

The scheme seemed nothing more or less 
than a dovbtful speculatiun to many of 
those present, and the enthusiasm cooled 
somewhat when «he chairman suggested 
that each physician in favor of the pian 
contribute so much per capita.

The next step was to find a home for the 
nurses, as they were to come wi hin ten 
days. After some d'fficulty a flat was rent.

thousand circulars. printed in French and 
English. which were mailed to most of the 
prominent families, acquainting th m with 
the expected arrival of ‘he tra ned nurses. 

Little by little the plan gained favor in 
the eves of even those who were at first 
most opposed to the innovation.

Wives, Mothers and Children 
Bear the Brunt. 


DREARY LIVES AT BEST 


ALL ARE LOYAL TO THE MEN IN 
THE CONFLICT.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 15.—‘‘My ear- 
Hest recollection is that of being present, 
as a tiny child, when nine men were hauled 
dead from a mine. All my life has been 
spent in sight of a breaker, and the ghings 
that happen there. For 34 years I have 
seen my husband go daily into the mine 
and known it was likely he would never 


come out again. We miners’ wives are bred 
on horrors.’’ 

Perhaps this confession, made todaf by 
a Wilkesbarre woman, partly explains why, 
at the close of the fifth week of the strike, 
the women:.and girls of the striking re- 
glonas well as the strikers themselves are 
acing the situation. so stoically. There 
is mo trade less conducive to gayety and 
light-heartedness than the miner's, and as 
the first lesson his wife learns from the 
sinister .black masses in whose shadow 
she lives Is that of courage in the face of 

ossibie’ disaster, it may not be so surpris- 
ing that when the actual disaster comes 
\she is seldom found wanting. And {n the 
present emergency there is to be faced not 
only the immediate and pressing problem 
of tomorrow's dinner, but the announce- 
ment made with equal decision and stern- 
ness by both strikers and operators, that no 
concession. is being considered and that 
there is no indication of the end.

tax-dodging corpuration. ' 

The power of the state to tax cannot be réstrained by any such 
contract, but the whole influence of the city would be brought to 
bear to keep the assessment at the very lowest figure. Within 
the limit of the percentage of gross revenue fixed by the con- 
tract, the lower the tax the greater the munic!pal revenue.

WASHINGTON. June 17.—Gen. Leonard 
Wood's administration as military gover- 
nor of Cuba is fast becoming the absorbing 
topic of interest in the national capital. 

Secretary Root of the war department, 
representing the Roosevelt administration, 
has assumed full responsibility for Gen. 
Wood's acts in Cuba, and so the admin- 
istration now must shoulder the responsi- 
bility of all disclosures that may be made 
pertinent to the American military occupa- 
tion of Cuba 

Secretary Root has gone so far as to ad- 


mit that he knew all about Gen. Wood's 
ao of money to Gen. Gomez, regard- 
ess of what they may be called, pensions, 
allowances or direct hush money, to rea- 
oncile Gen. Gomez with the administration's 
determination to have Estrada Palma be- 
come the first President of the new re- 
publie 

Secretary Root made a desperate effort 
to justify this policy of the administration 
in dealing with the affairs in Cuba. He 
made the remarkable intimation, not offi- 
clally but in an indirect way, that if this 
government had not taken such means to 
concililate Gen. Gomez, conditfons in Cuba 

ight have paralleled those in the Philip- 
pnee, in that the United States might have 

ad to turn her military forces against the 
Cuban army, of which Gen. Gomez was the 
head and idol. 

How Gen. Gomez's friends in Cuba will 
receive that remarkable declaration at this 
ate day remains to be seen, but in Wash- 
sagton, at least, it has caused astonisn- 


The apalegy between this course adopted 
by Root and Gen. Wood toward Gen. Go- 
mez and that of Spain in trying to buy 
off Aguinaldo in the Philippines is being 
pointed out by Democrats, and they are 
chuckling to themselves over the campaign 
material bah y vin the Roosevelt administra- 
tion is providing them with on every hand. 

As for Gen. ood, he is keeping away 
from Washington to let the criticism of his 
regime in Cuba ‘“‘blow over,’ to use the 
words of an ardent administration ad- 
herent. 

The exact amount paid to Gomez has not 

yet been divulged. ccording to the story 
denied by Gen. Wood, but partially in- 
dorsed by Mr. Root, it was $25,000. Mr. 
Root, however, will not state what the 
amount was. 

It is said on high authority at the war 
department that Gomez kept cnly a smal! 
share of this er for himself. and dis- 
tributed the remainder among his fol- 
lowers. 

Gomez was a candidate when the consti- 
tutional convention met and one of the 
great issues before the convention, one 
which caused more wrangling than almost 
anything else, was whether or not to put 
a clause in the constitution which would 

e Gomez eligible for the presidency. 
After the constitutional convention  ad- 
ourned, Gomez was reported to be ‘“‘sulking 

n his tent.’’ 

The great fear of the property owning 
classes in Cuba was that the old revolution- 
ary soldiers would succeed in getting one 
of their officers into the presidential chair, 
whereupon it was regarded as a safe con- 
clusion that capitalists would do well to 
move their property somewhere else. 

Washington favored Palma. 

Gomez decided not to take an active hand 
in the campaign and the old revolutionists 
nominated -Gen. Maso, one of his old col- 
leagues. For a time the campaign was 
heated, and once the Maso party sent a 
telegram to Washington demanding that 
the administration should cease interfering 
in the campaign for the benefit of Palma, 
to which Mr. Root replied that we were 
not interfering. Then, suddenly, the op- 
position to Palma ceased, and, yg gga hy 
day, the Maso party did not go to the polls. 
Palma was elected with comparative una- 
nimity.

SAYS PROF. TRIGS 


COLLEGE GRADUATES HELD UN- 
FIT FOR PRACTICAL AFFAIRS. 


HANDS SHOULD BE TRAINED 


Declares That the Booker Washington 
School Is the Best Pattern for 
Educational Institutions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, June 17.—The address of Prof. 
Oscar L. Triggs of the University of Chi- 
cago, in which he asserted that the col- 
lege graduate of today is unfit for the 
practical affairs of life, has caused much 
comment. Prof. Triggs, who pronounced 
John D. Rockefeller a greater man than 
Shakspeare, again placed commercialism 
above art and science when he gave ut- 
terance to a series of startling ideas before 
the graduates of the Jewish Training 
School. 

Prof. Triggs’ address was a plea for fore 
schools of technology and fewer colleges 
where the literary course is the principal 
one. He declared that the college man went 
out into the world unprepared for the con- 
ditions that surrounded him; that the ideal 
of culture which had been so strongly urged 
upon him can be of service to him only in 
a state of comparative idieness. 

University extension, to which the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has devoted so much at- 


tention and money, was pronounced a fall- | 


ure, This work was aimed to reach the more 
uheducated classes, Prof. Triggs declared, 
but it has only aided the same cultured per- 
sons who sent their sons and daughters to 
ing@itutions of higher learning. he hope 

‘laced in this form of education, he said, 

ad been almost entirely dissipated. 

Prof. Triggs declared that the college 
man lived in an artificial community; that, 
having no realities, he was stimulated to 
accomplish good work by prizes. At the end 
of the course the graduate is weak in origi- 
nality and creative activity. 

The Tuskegee Institute, directed by Book- 

er T. Washington, was pointed to as the 
model institution of learning. and Prof. 
Triggs predicted that the successful col-, 
leges of the future wou'd not unlikely be 
patterned after this negro school. 
_In closing, Prof. Triggs urged the estab- 
lishment of the proposed workshop in con- 
nection with the Jewish Trafning School. 
Speaking of his ideal, he said: 

“When you socialize the school you have 
on your hands not pre | an educational 

roblem, but a social and economic prob- 
em as well. This brings me to the point 
of seconding a proposal that in connection 
with the training school there should be
